Authority plans to make up budget shortfall with a tax increase 

COUNCIL GRANT 
CUT BY C12.4M 


SOUTHEND Council must intro¬ 
duce a raft of service cuts in 2015 
after its grant from central govern¬ 
ment was reduced by £1 lm. 

The authority now has to reduce its 
annual spending by nearly £12.4m. 

The council said it will raise extra 
money through a 1.95 per cent 
council tax rise. It will also invest 
more than £3m into frontline ser¬ 
vices, in a bid to safeguard them 
from the worst of the cuts. 

The council will outline its draft 
budget and where the savings will 
be made at a full council meeting 
on Thursday, February 26. 

The budget proposals identify the 
use of £1.9m of reserves to spread 
the budget gap over three years and 
avoid “unnecessary” short term cuts. 

Leader of the council, Ron 
Woodley, said he had made some 
incredibly difficult decisions to 
deliver savings. 


Mr Woodley said: “It is inevitable 
that as central government funding 
reduces every year, the decisions 
get tougher and tougher. 

“To put this into context we need 
to save more than £3 3m over the 
next three years, which is approxi¬ 
mately £42,000 per working day or 
£210,000 per working week for the 
next three years. 

“It is no longer possible to just 
keep making efficiencies here and 
there as that has already been done. 

“So we are faced with very stark 
choices about where we save, 
where we look at reducing services 
and where we look at raising 
charges and generating more 
income to protect what we offer our 
local people. 

“We must do all of this against a 
backdrop of increased demand for 
services such as social care, and 
changing demographics which 


mean we are all living longer and 
have more elderly people in the 
borough that must be looked after. 

“That is why we are looking at 
innovative proposals for how we 
deliver adult social care in the 
future both effectively and effi¬ 
ciently. 

“We also have to deal with eco¬ 
nomic factors like inflation and the 
need to minimise impact on council 
staff too. 

“However, I am also very clear 
that we must remain a forward- 
thinking and ambitious authority 
and that is why we will continue to 
seek external funding to deliver 
capital projects that improve the 
borough and also encourage private 
investment into the town. 

“We cannot and will not just bat¬ 
ten down the hatches and rein in 
our ambitions. 

“That would be no good for local 


businesses or for the economic 
prosperity of Southend. 

“Our multi-million pound capital 
programme demonstrates how we 
can attract significant amounts of 
external funding to deliver major 
projects while containing the need 
for borrowing. 

“With all of this in mind, we real¬ 
ly have little choice but to propose 
a council tax rise of 1.95 per cent or 
42p a week for a B and D house¬ 
hold. 

“I do not propose this lightly and 
accept that local people have also 
been impacted in austerity mea¬ 
sures, so we have done everything 
possible to avoid this. 

“Unfortunately, it is unrealistic 
for this authority to keep taking 
crippling government cuts on the 
chin without at some stage having 
to raise council tax by a small 
amount.” 


Call centre 
expands 

A SOUTHEND business is 
creating 80 jobs after it has 
expanded its offices with a 
£750,000 investment. 

Ventrica call centre based 
in Tylers Avenue, opened its 
new “designer” wing on 
Thursday. 

Since the business was 
founded five years ago it has 
created 160 jobs in the area. 

In the next 18 months the 
company plans on boosting 
employment in the borough 
to 300 people making it one 
of the town’s leading 
employers.

New hospice wins 
planning consent

PLANNING permission has been 
granted for a new hospice to be built 
in Prittlewell. 

The proposals for a new hospice, 
that formed part of the planning 
application from Bellway Homes for 
the redevelopment of the former 
Ecko site, were handed over to the 
planning officers at Southend 
Council on June 16, 2014. 

The decision to grant planning per¬ 
mission was made by the develop¬ 
ment control committee last 
Wednesday, by a majority of 12 
votes to two. 

The hospice charity has an agree¬ 
ment with Bellway Homes to pur¬ 
chase 3.5acres in the south west cor¬ 
ner running alongside Priory 
Crescent to build a new Fair Havens 
Hospice so it can care for twice as 


many people. 

Andy Smith, chief executive of 
Havens Hospice, said the vision will 
take a few years to become a reality 
while funds are raised to create the 


new hospice. He said: “We are a step 
closer to ensuring that specialist hos¬ 
pice care is there for everyone who 
needs it. 

“We hope to open the doors to the 


new Fair Havens Hospice in five 
years’ time. In the meantime, our 
focus will be on continuing to raise 
money for our existing hospice in 
Chalkwell Avenue, as well as Little 
Havens Hospice for babies, children 
and teenagers, to make sure that our 
nurses can continue caring for 
patients and their families when they 
need us most.” 

Catherine Wood, head of inpatient 
services at Fair Havens Hospice, said 
she was thrilled at the news. 

She said: “It will make a huge dif¬ 
ference just knowing we have this to 
look forward to in the next few 
years. 

“Although our care team remains 
focused on caring for the patients 
and families who need us now, this is 
a positive step towards a new, mod¬ 
em hospice where we can care for 
more people when they need us 
most.”

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Changes 
may mean 
councils 
merge 
services 


PROPOSED government changes could allow Southend, 
Thurrock and Essex councils to merge services. 

A combined authority will involve creating a legally 
structured partnership that can bid for additional powers 
from central government to drive economic growth and 
carry out statutory transport duties. 

The move could lead to district councils in south Essex, 
along with Essex County Council, becoming part of a 
south Essex combined authority. 

The government is currently consulting on the proposed 
changes, which if approved, would allow non-neighbour¬ 
ing local authorities to come together. 

Leader of the council, Ron Woodley, said following the 
disappointing news that Essex County Council is with¬ 
drawing from the Thames Gateway South Essex 
Partnership (TGSEP) the model seemed to be the next 
step for a revised Thames Gateway South Essex 
Partnership. 

Councillor Woodley said: “We have seen in the north of 
England how combined authorities can act as a real driver 
for jobs and improved transport links, acting as a stronger 
voice for more investment and powers to deliver change 
locally. 

“Our ambition would be to deliver transport and eco¬ 
nomic policy more effectively over a wider area and build 
on the work already done by the TGSEP.” 


Investigation into mudflat erosion begins 


A CONSULTATION into the 
erosion of the foreshore in 
Southend has been launched 
by the council. 

The study is being run by the 
place and scrutiny committee, 
and is asking members of the 
public to come forward with 
evidence to help investigate 
claims over the past two years 
by some observers that the 
mudflats along the foreshore 
appear to be changing and are 
disappearing. 

The aim is to piece together 
a complete picture as possible 
of any changes to the fore¬ 
shore, backed up by solid evi¬ 
dence. 

The council is particularly 
interested in hearing from 
people who may have old pho¬ 
tos or documents about the 
condition of the foreshore and 
mudflats. 

The evidence will be used as 
part of the foundation for the 
study. 

Even if people do not have 
any physical evidence, they 
can still deliver written or ver¬ 
bal responses to the council. 

Any evidence that is provided 
will be used in a public forum.

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Ankle tag leads 
police to suspect 


A MAN has been jailed for two years for a 
series of offences after vital evidence was 
recorded on a high-tech security tag he was 
wearing for previous crimes. 

Darren Girling (pictured), 38, volunteered 
to wear the tag on his ankle as a condition of 
having his movements monitored after 
being an eight-year deferred sentence for 
committing 80 residential burglaries. 

However, Girling carried on offending 
unaware that the GPS system in the tag 
could precisely pinpoint his position all day, 
every day. 

As a result of the evidence, he was sen¬ 
tenced for two charges of perverting the 
course of justice, two counts of cannabis 
production, criminal damage to his tag, six 
charges of stealing from cars, fraud and 
making threats against police officers. 

Basildon Crown Court heard that Girling 
had twice triggered speed cameras on a 
30mph stretch of the A13 in Leigh. 

His Piaggio scooter was recorded at 
41mph at the same camera on November 17 
and 18 in 2013. 

On both occasions Girling claimed that it 
was not his machine and that the number 
plate had been cloned onto a similar scoot¬ 
er. 

But checks on his Buddi tag showed him 
as being at the precise spot on the A13 at the 
times the cameras were activated. 

Girling was also sentenced for being 
involved in growing cannabis at addresses 
in Canvey and Leigh. 

Evidence from the tag was used to pin¬ 
point Girling’s regular visits to one of the 
sites at Harridge Road, Leigh, after he 
denied involvement. 



He was also charged with stealing from 
parked motor vehicles, four at Brentwood 
where he took handbags and a laptop and 
two in Basildon where tools and a handbag 
were stolen. 

After the hearing, DS Darren Ward 
described how the GPS information was 
given as evidence when Girling had pleaded 
not guilty to one of the cannabis cultivation 
charges. 

He said: “Essex became the first force in 
the UK to give live evidence from a Buddi 
tag to a court when we prosecuted Girling. 

“The software inside the tag shows a per¬ 
son’s progress on a map and gives the exact 
location.”

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Woman burned by 
chip pan fireball 


FIREFIGHTERS have issued a warning about 
kitchen safety after an elderly woman was 
burned following a chip pan fire. 

A pan filled with oil to cook chips in caught 
fire on the hob and the woman, of Seven Arches 
Road, Brentwood, put the pan into her sink and 
ran the tap creating a fireball which burned her 
face and head, and scorched the ceiling. 

The fire did not spread and was out when crews 
arrived just after 7pm on January 8. 

Andre Turner, of Essex Fire and Rescue 


Service’s safer communities team, said: 
“Incidents like this show why it is important to 
stay safe in the kitchen, especially if you are 
going to deep fat fry chips. 

“Never put water on a fat fire. Instead, turn off 
the heat if you can, leave and close the kitchen 
door behind you and call us to deal with the fire.” 

He added: “To be honest our best advice is to 
cook oven chips or use a plug-in deep fat fryer 
which will make sure a safe cooking temperature 
is maintained.”

Court tries to 
ban note-taking 


A TRAINEE reporter on his first week has suc¬ 
cessfully challenged a court ban on people taking 
notes. 

The Ministry of Justice was forced to repri¬ 
mand staff at Stratford Magistrates’ Court twice 
in one day, after Yellow Advertiser journalist 
Michael Cox, 23, was prevented from using a 
notebook and pen. 

Court manager Teresa Williams blocked Mr 
Cox on Friday, January 9, claiming court policy 
banned members of the public from writing 
notes in public hearings. 

Mr Cox told Ms Williams that all courts had a 
duty to allow open justice, including the right to 
take notes - but the court manager insisted her 
ban was legal. 

He said: “I knew the public had a right to take 
notes unless there were specific restrictions. I 
was just a bit baffled really when the court man¬ 
ager stopped me.” 

He contacted YA news editor Steve Neale, who 
telephoned Ms Williams and explained the law to 
her - but she claimed she was standing by her 
policy. 

Mr Neale contacted the Ministry of Justice. 
Senior officials intervened, ordering Ms 
Williams to remove her policy and allow note¬ 
taking. 

Government officers sent her a copy of court 
guidance, stating: “It is accepted that justice is 
administered in open court where anyone present 
may listen to and report what is said. 

“There can be no objection to note-taking in 
the public gallery unless it is for an improper 
purpose; for example, to brief a witness who is 
not in court on what has already happened. 

“This may occur where witnesses who have yet 
to give evidence are usually kept out of court and 
in civil cases in which the judge has directed that 
a future witness should be out of court while

other evidence is given, or the hearing is in 
chambers. Court staff need to be alert, but it is 
not for them to prohibit the practice.” 

Mr Cox was allowed into open court an hour 
after his first attempt, but faced further obstruc¬ 
tion when the clerk of the court refused to give 
him the address of a defendant - forcing the 
Ministry of Justice to rap court staff for a second 
time. 

Mr Neale contacted officials again who sent a 
second message ordering staff to operate trans¬ 
parently. He said: “As our new east London 
reporter, Michael Cox has certainly had some¬ 
thing of a baptism of fire. But what a result. 

“Thanks to his court visit on Friday people are 
now able to take notes, something that has been 
denied them in the past. A small victory for jus¬ 
tice and common sense.”

because of an accounting error.” 

The service ordered an investiga¬ 
tion in August after it emerged it 
had underpaid by £1.8m per year in 
pension payments since 2006. 

Acting chief fire officer Adam 
Eckley described it at the time as “a 
genuine oversight by a number of 
parties”. 

Mr Chinn-Saw said firefighters 
were being punished for taking part 
in the strike. He said senior officers 
were locked-out without pay until 
Saturday morning, hours after the 
strike had ended, “as punishment 
for standing shoulder-to-shoulder 
with the frontline fire crews under 


their command”. 

He said: “Essex Fire Authority 
should realise that we will face 
these attacks with the same courage 
and pride as we tackle fires. We 
face this challenge as a team, we 
look after each other and we keep 
going until the job is done. It’s in 
our DNA.” 

Mr Eckley said service managers 
had put their best efforts into sup¬ 
porting negotiations, but the ser¬ 
vice had to deliver “the best solu¬ 
tion” for Essex communities. 

He said “strong resilience 
arrangements” were in place during 
the strike. 


FIREFIGHTERS walked out on 
strike last week over plans to axe 
179 of their number. 

Essex firefighters staged protests 
between Wednesday and Friday 
over plans union bosses said would 
amount to slashing frontline staff 
by a quarter. Officers warned the 
cuts could endanger residents’ lives. 

Essex union secretary Alan 
Chinn-Saw said: “The public will 
have to wait longer for their local 
fire engines to arrive in the event of 
an emergency. It will be impossible

to maintain the same safe and pro¬ 
fessional service we currently pro¬ 
vide.” 

Fire Brigade Union (FBU) rep 
Anna Zych said proposed changes 
to Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service’s procedures would equate 
to losing 179 firefighters and con¬ 
trol staff. She claimed the service 
was already short-staffed after the 
loss of 94 officers in 2010. 

She said: “The latest cuts were 
announced shortly after Essex Fire 
admitted it would have to raid its 
financial reserves to 
repay a £15m debt to 
the Government,

We all pay 
the price of 
austerity 

THE broken window theory 
essentially states that even one 
broken window normalises 
anti-social behaviour, effec¬ 
tively encouraging a second 
broken window, and then a 
third, and so on. 

The logical conclusion to be 
drawn is that of zero tolerance. 

Fix the small things, all 
small things, and the rest fol¬ 
lows. 

As a local councillor I am 
often confronted by low-level 
vandalism, graffiti, littering 
and such like. 

My role is to encourage the 
local authority and police to 
address these issues, and I 
have had some success. 

However, in an era that sees 
local services and public ser¬ 
vices constrained by shrinking 
budgets it is becoming increas¬ 
ing difficult to sort out the 
broken windows; as resources 
become scarcer prioritisation 
is necessary. 

I understand the pressures 
and I understand that violent 
crime, for instance, has to be 
tackled before less serious 
crimes. However, there are 
consequences. I suspect we 
will see untidier neighbour¬ 
hoods, for instance. 

Cuts have consequences. 

With less money you get 
less. Of course, some of the 
cuts can come through ser¬ 
vices being more efficient, but 


this can only account for a 
fraction of what has to be 
saved. 

In policing, for instance, 
when Essex Police has to 
accommodate more than a 
£70million cut it inevitably 
means fewer front-line police. 

Smarter policing will follow, 
but fewer police is not some¬ 
thing that I have been asked to 
deliver; quite the contrary. 

Invariably people want to see 
bobbies on the beat, they want 
the low-level vandalism sorted, 
they want safe neighbourhoods 
and criminals caught. 

They want zero tolerance; 
they are going to have to 
accept the reverse. 

Austerity has a price.

Falling out 
with nuclear 
power 

NOT so long ago, I attended a 
conference in central Europe 
on atomic energy. 

In reality, it was more of a 
rah-rah session for building 
more of the same nonsense - 
despite the fact, that the panel 
of mostly European speakers 
included such luminaries as 
the former director of the 
Fukushima plant (he had left 
about two years before the dis¬ 
aster) and a high level repre¬ 
sentative of the German min¬ 
istry for the environment - 
who was there to promote 


nuclear power generation 
despite the fact, that the 
German government had 
already (and very publicly) 
decided to shut down all of its 
nuclear plants. 

Out of about 200 people, it 
appeared I was the only one 
against building more nuclear 
plants and the organisers won¬ 
dered, how I had managed to 
get past their “careful screen¬ 
ing of attendees”. 

As you can imagine, this 
made me very “popular”, par¬ 
ticularly after I asked ques¬ 
tions like a) why does the 
building of electricity generat¬ 
ing nuclear plants cost any¬ 
where from five to 30 times 
more than that of the tradition¬ 
al coal or gas-fired ones and 
why is almost always the gov¬ 
ernment “involved?” 

Understand, that tens of mil¬ 
lions of pounds disappear in 
some political black hole and 
the “government” ends up 
being “held responsible” for 
any environmental disasters 
and of course the radioactive 
carcass); b) how can they 
claim, that it is cheap electrici¬ 
ty, when the building, decom¬ 
missioning and waste storage 
and disposal cost so much? 

I didn’t really get an answer 
to the first question, though it 
was somewhat rhetorical. 

I knew, that “atomic busi¬ 
ness” is a lot like “defence” - 
because the oversight by the 
public is almost non-existent, 
it is fraught with corruption, 
overpriced “secret technology” 
and more corruption. 

After numerous polite (and 
pitying) smiles - and mum¬ 
bling and grumbling about this 


sector just getting a lot of bad 
press, I asked if they could 
then tell me, how much has 
such a complete decommis¬ 
sioning cost? 

Their answer surprised even 
me - there is not, anywhere in 
the world, a single nuclear 
plant, that has been completely 
decommissioned. 

All those, that have been 
shut down in the past 35 years 
or so, are still going through 
storing and/or processing of 
the spent fuel and all of the 
“hardware” and the water used 
is still too radioactive to let 
loose into the environment. 

Get the picture?

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HERE COME THE BOYS

A LAN Bennett’s multi award-winning The 
History Boys - voted the nation's 
favourite play, kicks off its 2015 tour at 
Southend's Palace Theatre next week. 

The story of a group of bright, funny and 
unruly sixth-formers, has won more than 30 
major awards including the Olivier and Tony 
Awards for Best New Play, and launched the 
careers of many of its original cast members 
including James Corden and Dominic Cooper. 

The play which premiered at the National 
Theatre in 2004, directed by Nicholas Hytner, 
went on to open on Broadway in 2006 and 
was adapted into a film featuring the original 
stage cast in the same year, before enjoying 
two West End runs. 

This new production for 2015, which debuts 
at Southend's Palace Theatre on Monday, 
January 26, is presented by Sell a Door 
Theatre, whose recent productions include the 
2014 UK tour of Avenue Q, the 2011 UK tour 
of Spring Awakening, and Seussical in the 
West End.

The cast features Richard Hope as Hector, 
Kedar Williams-Stirling as Dakin, Steven

Mark Field, who plays Irwin, was born in 
Chelmsford and grew up the city and in 
Southend. He said: "I did my A-levels in 
Southend with many an inspirational teacher at 
South Essex College. My English teacher was 


previously in the goth band Incubus Succubus 
and had toured with Marilyn Manson. My 
Australian drama teacher at Southend helped 
me earn a scholarship to The Oxford School of 
Drama. Kiara eventually saw me on tour in 
Australia in my first professional performance, 
playing Eric Birding in Stephen Daldry’s An 
Inspector Calls. 

"I also teach and direct now at RADA, 
Mountview, Birmingham School of Acting and 
LAMDA, and since having a young family it has 
become very useful. I sometimes wonder if my 
other teachers would believe it, knowing that 
cheeky loudmouth kid that I used to be." 

Bennett's comic masterpiece was voted the 
nation’s favourite play in a recent national sur¬ 
vey by English Touring Theatre, to celebrate its 
21st birthday, and the theatre is supporting the 
winning play by giving away 100 pairs of free 
tickets to The History Boys throughout the 
2015 tour, as part of its commitment to grow¬ 
ing audiences and increasing access to 
regional theatre.

EX MACHINA (15,108 mins) 

I N the late 1970s and early 
1980s, when the original 
Star Wars trilogy, Alien, 
Blade Runner and The 
Terminator peddled artificial 
intelligence as science fanta¬ 
sy, the reality of conscious 
machines seemed a distant 
dystopian nightmare. 

Today, with voice-activated 
personal assistants on our 
mobile devices, automated 
restaurants and sophisticat¬ 
ed software tracking every 
keystroke, a world controlled 
by computers appears with¬ 
in our sweaty grasp. 

For his bravura directorial 
debut, London-born author 
and screenwriter Alex 
Garland (The Beach, 28 
Days Later) explores 
mankind's unquenchable 
desire to give birth to 
sophisticated automata that 
learns from its mistakes. 

Shot largely within the con¬ 
fines of a state-of-the-art 
complex, which has enough 
fibre-optic cabling in the walls 
"to reach the moon and lasso 
it", Ex Machina is a deeply 
disturbing thriller that explores 
the murky moral ramifications 
of creating a robot that could 
pass for human. 

Nathan (Domhnall 


Gleeson) is a talented com¬ 
puter programmer at a hi- 
tech firm run by the enig¬ 
matic Caleb (Oscar Isaac). 

Out of the blue, Nathan 
wins a weekend at the CEO's 
remote island retreat and 
journeys to the lush paradise 
in a private helicopter. 

At the compound 
entrance, Nathan is issued 
with a security pass that he 
must carry at all times. 

Inside, he learns that he has 
been hand-picked by Caleb 
to take part in a ground¬ 
breaking experiment: to inter¬ 
rogate a functioning artificial 
intelligence prototype called 
Ava (Alicia Vikander). 

"If you created a conscious 
machine, that's not the histo¬ 
ry of man, that's the history 
of gods," gushes Nathan. 

The programmer is dumb¬ 
struck by Ava's beauty and 
her ability to respond intelli¬ 
gently to his questions. 

Very quickly, Nathan grows 
emotionally attached to Ava 
and she warns him not to 
trust Caleb. 

The programmer's emo¬ 
tions are further complicated 
when he learns that Ava is 
the latest iteration of the 
CEO's secret work and will, 
by necessity, be scrapped to 
make way for a newer model. 


Ex Machina exerts a vice- 
like grip on our attention, 
anchored by riveting perfor¬ 
mances from the central trio. 

Gleeson exudes sufficient 
sweetness and naivete to 
convince us he would be an 
unsuspecting pawn in 
Caleb's diabolical and ulti¬ 
mately deadly game. 

In stark contrast, Isaac 
bristles with machismo and 
menace as he voyeuristically 
documents Nathan's bur¬ 
geoning attraction to Ava.

Nathan cheekily 
asks his mentor. 

Vikander, who studied at 
the Royal Swedish Ballet 
School, sets the screen 
ablaze with her deliciously 
ambiguous portrayal. 

Flawless visual effects blend 
seamlessly with her luminous 
performance to expose Ava's 
inner workings as she prowls 
her Perspex prison cell. 

Like Nathan, we are 
bewitched by her as she 
devours knowledge and 
begs for help to avoid the 
scrapheap. 

There's no chance of 
Garland's gripping film suf¬ 
fering a similarly grim fate.

IF you are looking for something different 
then take a seat at Thameside Theatre in 
Grays on Tuesday, January 27, to see one 
of the country's most well-known and 
respected mediums. 

During his 25 years as a medium, Tony 
Stockwell has had several television pro¬ 
grammes, written four highly acclaimed 
books and taught globally at some of the 
most respected schools for mediumistic 
development, but what he likes most is vari¬ 
ety in his work. 

Tony said: "I am not a medium who could 
teach every day, or sit doing one-to-ones 
day in day out, or just work on television. 

For me it is the variety of the work that’s 
important. I often accept a work offer 
because it’s something I haven’t done 
before, or at a place or in a country I have 
never been to." 

Recent legislative guidelines insist that any 
Evening of Mediumship should be billed “for 
entertainment purposes” and Tony certainly 
uses his natural wit, showmanship and 
Cockney charisma to entertain audiences. 

His appearance at Thameside Theatre 
looks set to be just as entertaining but how 
does he deal with a very personal message 
in such a large demonstration? 

Tony adds: “It’s important to be aware of 
the impact of the information from spirit to 
both the recipient and to the other members 
of the audience. Experience teaches you to 
wrap up the crux of the message in such a 
way that only the recipient knows what you 



are referring to. It’s often safer to ask to see 
the recipient privately after the demonstra¬ 
tion. 

“I am always very conscious not to embar¬ 
rass people or air their laundry in public, as I 
wouldn’t like this done to me. As much as a 
piece of salacious information makes for a 
colourful demonstration, mediums must not 
forget their responsibilities.”

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A FORMER church is home to 
a fascinating collection of 
everything to do with natural 
history, from the animals that used 
to roam the area to the rocks that 
lie beneath our feet. 

The Natural History Museum, in 
Colchester, may be small in size but 
it is packed with plenty of things to 
see and do, all of which have been 
fascinating visitors for more than 50 
years. 

Weave your way around the dis¬ 
plays and discover a wealth of 
interesting things about salt marsh¬ 
es and beaches, biodiversity and 
climate change, and wildlife habi¬ 
tats. 

One exhibit tells the story of the 
Colchester earthquake, which hit 
the area in 1884 and was the most 
devastating ’quake to hit the UK 
since 1580. The earthquake, which 
measured 4.6 on the Richter Scale 
and became known as the Great 
English Earthquake, is believed to 
have resulted from movement along 
a fault in the ancient Palaeozoic 
rocks that underpin most of Essex. 

Visit its geology exhibits and find 
out more about the rocks and min¬ 
erals found in the area, including 
rocks that date back up to 50million 
years and fossil evidence of the 
crocodiles, hippos and mammoths 


that used to roam the area. 

As well as its collections, the 
museum is also packed with a 
range of hands-on activities, which 
is great if you have children in tow. 

You can crawl through the mock 
underground tunnels of a badger 
sett and see who you can find, 
peek through the Night Visitor’s 
Window and see what creatures 
come out after dark, and look at 
objects under a microscope. 

The museum is also home to a 
range of animal specimens includ¬ 
ing Firefly the fox, whose coat of 
coarse hair you can stroke. 

The animals on display are made 
from the skins of real animals, most 
of which died of natural causes or 
where found by the roadside. 

Alongside these there is also a 
collection of Victorian natural history 
specimens, as well as a temporary 
exhibition about the art of taxidermy 
where you can see tools of the 
trade and some specimens that are 
“work in progress”, learn about the 
technique of producing study skins 
and see some of the specimens 
from the collection, including a 


flamingo. Don't forget to take in the 
magnificent church the museum is 
housed in, the oldest parts of which 
are the nave and the chancel, 
whose proportions suggest they are 
from Norman times. The shape of 
the church's windows is typical of 
gothic architecture which dates 
them to between 1375 and 1550, 
while its north aisle and tower are 
more recent additions. 

All Saints Church became redun¬ 
dant in 1956 due to falling congre¬ 
gation numbers but has been 
saved for future generations to 
enjoy thanks to the museum, which 
opened two years later and focuses 
on the rich natural history of north 
east Essex. 

You can also wander around its 
wildlife garden and enjoy a picnic in 
Castle Park, situated opposite the 
museum.

Q. How do you see the property market 
shaping up in 2015? 

A. I generally try to steer clear of making 
predictions about the property market - not least 
because it’s all too easy to get caught out! After 
all, however you dress up such forecasts, and 
however many statistics you are able to throw 
into the mix, the fact remains that there is an awful lot of sheer guesswork involved 
- and in the case of estate agents, a fair measure of wishful thinking as well. Still, 
since you ask - here goes! 

And the first thing to say is that it looks set to be a very interesting year. As usual, 
much fuss was made in the media about the market in “Prime Central London” 
starting to slow in 2014. Still, outside the capital, most parts of the market remained 
pretty buoyant, right up until the holiday season - and this trend looks set to 
continue into 2015. Furthermore, news just in reveals that the number of first time 
buyers was at its highest in 2014 since before the crash - thanks in large part to the 
success of the Government’s Help to Buy scheme. And this too is likely to continue. 
But that’s not all. The Chancellor’s early Christmas present in the shape of Stamp 
Duty reform will also benefit the market by cutting the cost of moving house for the 
vast majority of people. 

Needless to say, it’s not all plain sailing. After all, mortgages themselves may be 
cheaper, but getting your hands on one is becoming rather more of a challenge, 
thanks to banks and building societies tightening up their lending criteria. And of 
course, lurking in the background is the knowledge that interest rates are probably 
going to start rising sooner rather than later. 

And then there’s the looming General Election. Even without all the concern about 
a possible mansion tax, the uncertainty that always surrounds elections is 
compounded this time round by the fact that the current political landscape is so 
complicated that not even seasoned political commentators are prepared to predict 
the winner. 

On balance, though, I should say that the prospects for the property market in 2015 
remain pretty rosy. Maybe prices won’t rise quite as fast as they have been - but all 
in all I expect things to move along fairly steadily.

PureTech is the name 
Peugeot has given to its 
new range of three-cylinder 1.0 
and 1.2-litre petrol engines, the lat¬ 
ter boasting the power and torque 
of a 1.6-litre powertrain. 

The line-up is a key part of a 
commitment by parent company 
PSA Group - which includes fellow 
French brand Citroen - to reduce 
its average C02 emissions by an 
average of 95g/km by 2020.

PHIL Brown’s Shrimpers are only 
two places off the top three after the 
ten men - due to Gary Deegan’s 
first-half sending off - staged a 
magnificent second-half comeback.

But Southend levelled on 25 min¬ 
utes when the enterprising Worrall 
netted with a fine header after Pigott 
created space from Ben Coker’s 
superb, inswinging centre. 

The winger’s goal visibly lifted the 
Shrimpers and Clarke did well to 
deny the airborne Worrall with the 
bravest of punch-outs. 

Deegan was cautioned for the second 
time after 33 minutes for a late chal¬ 
lenge on Michael Collins, although he 
did appear to win the ball. 

It didn’t take long for Oxford to 
press home their numerical advan¬ 
tage but they needed stoppage time 
for Sam Long to net from O’Dow- 
da’s flag-kick. 

Despite having arguably suffered a 
major psychological blow of con¬ 
ceding so close to the break, 


Southend dusted themselves down 
and were level again, three minutes 
after the restart, when Pigott got on 
the end of another fine Coker cross 
and sent the 600-strong travelling 
wild with a fine close range finish. 

The U’s were visibly shell-shocked, 
and with the home support increas¬ 
ingly impatient, the visitors took full 
advantage by packing the midfield, 
with Ryan Leonard and sub Michael 
Timlin running the show.
